Cheating At the Derby 


One wonders how far corruption will have 
to spread before there is sufficient revulsion 
to turn us back to appreciation of and 
adherence to standards of integrity, virtue 
and moral principle which in generations past 
were accepted as proper and taught as im ­ 
perative. 
A nation of people sickened by W atergate 
now has been confronted with the most 
flagrant type of cheating on the part of a 14- 
year-old boy who grievously dishonors the 
term “ All-American” applied to the annual 
“ All-American Soap Box Derby.” 
ONCE AGAIN THE the belief that the end 
(winning the race and the $7,500 scholarship 
prize) justified the means (violating the rules 
by using a concealed electromagnetic device) 
was the motivating philosophy. The rights of 
the other contestants were violated and a d ­ 
vantage was illegally seized by the contestant 
from Boulder, Colo., an the all-out desire to 
win at any cost. 
The revelation of conspiratorial planning to 
subvet the fair-play standards of the national- 
race is particularly nauseating because it 


involves such young Americans. Although 
investigation has not been completed, there is 
cause to suspect that last year’s winner of the 
derby, a cousin of this year’s dethroned 
victor, also may have used a rigged races. 
It is not like the callow youth who now has 
become an infamous loser conceived the 
cheating plan himself, but he apparently went 
along with it. He. in the process, was being 
taught dishonesty 
SO.VIEIIOW THE youth of the nation must 
be taught honesty in such a way that it will 
become an unyielding part of their personal 
philosophy. If the concept of honesty is not 
successfully rooted in the principles of our 
future adults, we can expect W atergates to 
become commonplace and doap box derbies 
to be won 
b> 
the cleverest 
and most 
so p h isticated c h e a te rs the coun try can 
produce 
Some hope lies in the fact that the misdeeds 
of Watergate have been exposed and con­ 
demned, and that the cheating in the soap box 
derby 
w as 
detected 
and 
the 
w inner 
dethroned. 
New Hope In Rabies Fight 


World Health Organization research has 
produced a new vaccine which is expected to 
reduce greatly the number of deaths from 
rabies. Not only has the disease itself been 
dreaded because of its horrible nature but 
there 
has 
been 
fear and 
apprehension 
associated with taking the 14-to-21 
shot 
vaccine series required to avoid death when a 
person has been bitten by a rabid animal. 
There has been one reported instance of 
recovery from rabies but generally the 
disease is regarded as fatal unless vaccine or 
serum is administered in time. 
The new vaccine is strong enough that one 
shot is equivalent to the present two-to-three- 
week series. Currently it is being tested in 
France, the United States and Latin America. 


If released for general use. it is believed 
doctros will not hesitate to use it if there is 
any suspicion of rabies whereas in the past 
they often have been reluctant to undertake 
the multiple vaccination treatm ent unless 
convinced the danger was real. Currently 
about a million individuals under go the ex­ 
tended treatm ent annually. 
Fatalities tend to occur most often in 
remote a re as where it is difficult to ad­ 
minister the daily treatments. 
The new 
vaccine conceivably could be responsible for 
ihe saving of many lives for that reason alone. 
If the new vaccine lives up to expectations it 
will 
be 
a 
significant 
achievement 
for 
specialists of the World Health Organization 
and a boon to mankind in general.

Services to Prepare 
For New Base Cuts 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — 
Secretary of Defense James 
R. Schlesinger has told the 
armed services to prepare for 
possible new base closings 
and cutbacks before next 
year’s congressional elec­ 
tions. 
This would be the second 
wave of base slashes in about 
a year. 
the Pentagon last April 
shut, reduced or consolidated 
274 installations in 32 states at 
a claimed savings of $3.5 
billion over the next 10 years. 
Since then. Congress has 
been cracking down hard on 
defense money requests for 
new weapons and one key 
committee has voted to cut 
the armed forces by 156.000 
men below what the Nixon 
administration has planned 
for the post-Vietnam era. 
Pentagon 
sources said 
Schlesinger has directed the 
Army. Navy and Air Force to 
review 
their 
base 
requirements and to send him 
a list of expendable in­ 
stallations by mid-December. 
Congress will have finished 
«•nrk on the defense budget 
by 
then, 
and 
Pentagon 


leaders will kno w where they 
stand. 
Sources said Schlesing er 
had not given the serv ices 
any specific g uidelines in 
determining which ba ses 
should be clo sed. The number 
could run into the hundreds, 
and probably wo uld include 
some overseas. There a re 451 
major bases in the United 
States and 323 a bro a d. 
Any new base clo sing s a nd 
cutbacks probably wo uld be 
announced early in 19 74 when 
the next 
budget g o es 
to 
Capitol Hill but would not 
take effect until after the 
voters

resentatives and senators in 
November next year. 
Congressmen can be ex­ 
pected to fight the loss of 
bases in their states, and the 
jobs that go with them.

However, 
the 
important 
phospholipids in the blood­ 
stream are manufactured by 
our own body. That is the only 
way they can get 
there. 
Taking lecithin or foods 
containing lecithin by mouth 
does not accomplish the same 
effect. The digestive juices, 
pancreatic juice and 
bile 
salts split and tear down fats 
and alter the food we eat. 
Lecithin is broken down 
before it is absorbed through 
the digestive wall into the 
blood. 
Many 
good 
research 
studies done in test tubes, or 
s im ila r 
ex p erim en ta l 
situations have nothing to do 
with lecithin taken by mouth. 
Many popular reports of such 
research fail to distinguish 
between what happens in the 
test tube as opposed to what 
happens 
to 
swallowed 
lecithin. Such reports in 
health publications for the 
general public lead to great 


confusion 
and 
misun­ 
derstanding. 
The body does need a small 
amount of polyunsaturated 
fat which helps the liver in its 
function of producing 
the 
phospholipids. You can get 
the small amount that's 
needed through proper diet 
without resorting to lecithin 
tablets, 
which 
does 
not 
prevent atherosclerosis.

Food 
moves slowly through the 
intestine, and there is plenty 
of fat in a normal diet. Hence, 
there is usually enough fat in 
the intestine for vitamin 
absorption any time during 
the waking hours. A vitamin 
tablet can be taken any time 
during the day to obtain its 
benefits.

courts have ordered EPA to 
ban significant new pollution 
of clean air and the age ncy is 
trying to define the point at 
which this level is reached. 
The answer may determine 
whether new industries can 
move into a community and 
whether the community itself 
can be permitted to grow. 
Under the Clean Air Act of 
1970, E P A has set nationwide 
air quality standards to 
protect human health that 
must be met by 1975. 
It 
also 
has 
set 
more 
stringent standards, to be 
implemented 
‘ at 
the 
discretion of each state, to 
protect 
plants, 
anim als, 
property 
and 
the 
en­ 
vironment. 
There are many areas with 
air cleaner than required by 
the two federal standards, 
and E P A expected economic 
growth in these regions. 
Last year, however, the 
Sierra Club sued E P A , claim­ 
ing that the Clean Air Act for­ 
bids “ significant air quality 
deterioration’’ 
even 
where 
the 
two 
standards 
are 
already being met. 
A US.District Court agreed 
and so did an appeals court. 
Then, by a 4 to 4 vote last 
June, 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
allowed the lower court deci­ 
sion to stand. 
On July 16, E P A offered for 
public comment a choice of 
four plans for preventing sig­ 
nificant deterioration of air 
quality. 
The Sierra 
Club’s 
im ­ 
mediate 
comment 
was 
another lawsuit, now pen­ 
ding, 
which 
charged 
that 
none of the E P A alternatives 
was strict enough. 
E P A ’s first alternative was 
to set a national limit on the 
allowable increase in con­ 
centrations of sulphur dioxide 
and particulate matter (dust) 
in the air. 
E P A ’s second alternative 
would set limits on emissions 
of sulphur dioxide and par­ 
ticulates from smokestacks.

T E L AVIV (AP) — Israeli 
and Arab forces exchanged 
fire today along the cease-fire 
line in the occupied Golan 
Heights of Syria, the military 
command announced. 
It was the first reported 
outbreak along the line since 
July 12 when the Israelis said 
three Syrian tanks entered 
the Golan demilitarized zone 
and opened fire on Israeli 
positions. One Syrian tank 
was knocked out in that en­ 
counter. the Israelis said. 
The action 
today 
began 
when the Arabs opened up 
with bazooka and small-arms 
fire at an Israeli army patrol 
at the southern end of the 
heights, captured from Syria 
in the 1967 Middle East war, a 
communique 
said. 
The 
Israelis returned the fire. 
The communique did not 
say if the clash 
involved 
regular Syrian forces or 
guerrillas. Israel has always 
claimed that Arab irregulars 
could not strike across the 
Syrian cease-fire line if they 
did not have prior approval 
from the Syrian army.

Brown said the fact Vanelle 
w as on Hays’ payroll came to 
his attention Aug. 21 when the 
congressman called his office 
and “ threatened” retaliation 
if Brown continued to push

WASHINGTON <AP) - 
Three Republican politicians 
out among the voters last 
week have come up with the 
same reading on Watergate: 
It won't damage their elec­ 
tion chances next year but it's 
turning a lot of Americans off 
politicians in general. 
All three said they view 
soaring food prices as a more 
important 
issue 
than 
Watergate 
y 


Dem ocratic 
political 
strategists seem to agree 
with the assessment that the 
Watergate scandal will have 
negative effects on both 
parties. 
But they are inclined to 
believe that 
it 
will 
hurt 
Republicans more. 
The 
Republicans 
out 
talking to voters last week 
were Reps Peter A. Peyser of 
New York and Stanford E. 
Parris of 
Virginia 
and 
Maryland State Sen. Robert 
E. Bauman 
Bauman, a conservative, 
narrowly defeated a 
con­ 
servative Democratic op­ 
ponent last week to fill an 
unexpired term in the U. S. 
House of Representatives 
from Maryland’s 1st District. 
Before 
the 
election, 
Bauman had predicted that 
neither Watergate nor food 
prices would defeat him. He 
proved correct. He believes 
the same thing will prove true 
next year. 


“ The people here are not 
such 
sophisticates 
that 
they’re going to vote against 
me to get back at President 
Nixon for the bad things that 
have been done.” Bauman 
said 
before 
last 
week’s 
election. 


Bauman's district has sent 
Republicans to Congress 
since 1962. however, so it is 
questionable whether his 
victory can be taken as a 
solid 
indication 
that 
Watergate will not hurt 
Republicans at the polls next 
year. 
In New York City, Peyser 
tot this cynical assessment 
,rom a grocer in the Bronx: 
“ There’s an old saying that 
Hii politicians are crooks ... It 
•^ems to me this is just part 
of the whole rotten system. 
But it’s nothing new. They 
talk about Watergate; what 
about the Soviet wheat deal? 
That’s even 
worse than 
Watergate.” 
And in Northern Virginia, 
Parris spent a day meeting 
with constituents without any 


of 
them even 
mentioning 
Watergate. 
Their overriding concern 
was the ever-rising cost of 
food. 
However, at 
least one 
House Republican leader, 
GOP Conference Chairman 
John B. Anderson of Illinois, 
says Watergate will severely 
damage Republicans. 
Anderson said last week he 
thinks Watergate has hurt 
him so badly that he may 
abandon his hope of running 
against 
Sen. 
Adlai 
E. 
Stevenson III next year. 
Bauman. 
Peyser 
and 
Parris are pinning their 
hopes of not being scarred by 
either 
Watergate 
or 
food 
prices in the congressional 
elections next year on their 
aggressive efforts to separate 
th%nselves as far as possible 
from 
President 
Nixon 
on 
those issues. 
When a young shoe factory 
worker in Maryland said she 
thought Baupjan might be “ in 
with Nixon.’ 
Bauman told 
her: “ It's hard enough being 
a Republican without being 
with that crowd.” 
Parris stressed to every 
group he talked to that he 
plans to introduce a bill in 
Congress to repeal 
wage- 
price controls. Parris said he 
hopes Nixon will voluntarily 
abandon the controls. 
“ The Cost of Living Council 
has been a disaster.” Parris 
told one group. “ I think we 
should have Phase Zero.” 
Heyser has been criticizing 
Nixon on both Watergate and 
inflation in New York City 
television interviews. 
The man Bauman will re­ 
place in Congress, William 0. 
Mills, committed suicide 
after the disclosure that his 


1972 campaign had gotten an 
unreported 
$25,000 
from 
Nixon’s reelection campaign. 
Mills left notes saving he’d 
done nothing wrong but that 
he would never be able to 
convjnce his constituents of 
that. 
Eveb, against that back­ 
ground Bauman said he was 
convinced Watergate was not 
an issue in his campaign. 
"Watergate has not just 
suddenly 
made 
people 
cynical 
about 
politics,” 
Bauman said in his car riding 
between campaign stops. “ It 
has confirmed to them the 
myth that has been abroad 
for years that politicians are 
corrupt.” 
The practical effect of that, 
he predicted, w ill be that a lot 
of disenchanted people will 
feel their vote is useless and 
stop going to the polls. 
As Bauman was being 
elected in Maryland Tuesday, 
Parris was driving.from 
appearance to appearance in 
in Virginia — and being asked 
about high food prices at 
every stop. 
The Virginia congressman 
said inflation “ may have an 
adverse 
effect 
on 
in­ 
cumbents” 
in 
the 
1974 
congressional 
elections 
particularly if it is as bad 
then as it is now. 
Of Watergate, he 
said: 
“ There will be some modest 
influence by Reople who 
blame the whole thing on the 
Republicans. By far the 
greatest 
influence will 
be 
that, ‘the whole system is 
shot through with this sort of 
thing so I ’m just going to be 
turned off.” 
As Peyser traveled through 
his 
district 
from 
plush 
suburbs on the Hudson to the 


rundown streets of the Bronx, 
issues most on constituents' 
minds were food prices and 
crime. 
“ The prices," said an 
Italian woman in the Bronx 
Too much. Too much. With a 
big family you cannot make 
the 
payments. 
You 
gotta 
stretch.” 
But the biggest complaint 
from all the shop owners 
Peyser talked to and from 
many of the people on the 
street — was crime.

one 
person, 
a 
housewife 
in 
the 
small 
Hudson 
River 
town 
of 
Hastings, brought up Water­ 
gate as the issue she was 
most concerned about.

telephones but otherwise 
indistinguishable from other 
Lincoln Continentals, even­ 
tually ended up at 
“ Red 
Beach,” an isolated stretch of 
Pacific coastline usually used

Camp 
Pendleton’s 
Marines to practice am ­ 
phibious landings. 
Before reaching the beach, 
the President usually spent 
an hour or more following a 
meandering route along the
